OHN FOSHER DULLES has done a wise 
thing in retiring at this time from Ad­ 
ministration service in foreign affairs. He 
can gracefully take the step, 
since 
his 
major project is accomplished with Senate 
ratification of the Japanese peace treaty 
which he helped so mightily to draft and 
put across. 
No case needs to be made out for Dulles' 
qualifications in the foreign field. He is an 
expert, and the Republican party can be 
grateful that a man of such experience is 
now available for future d u t y should the 
COP win the presidency this fall. 
That is the significant point about his 
withdrawal. Had he remained 
identified 
with Administration foreign policy up to 
and perhaps beyond the November elec- 
tidns, it would have been difficult for a 


Air Base Program 
Must Go On 
T 
HIS country's North African an base 
program is under justitiable suspicion. 
Two separate investigations, one by the 
House aud another by the Senate, 
have 
dredged up ample evidence of w aste, mis­ 
handling of money and inordinate delays. 
An 
A r m y 
auditor who inspected the 
whole effort reported to a Senate commit­ 
tee that something like a conspiracy 
of 
graft is operating in North Africa. 
From 
others have come accounts 
of 
organized 
cheating on work hours, 
mass 
loafing, 
widespread filings and even drunkenness. 
The A r m y Engineers, handed the job in 
ha>te by the Air Force, turned over actual 
construction to a group of private contrac­ 
tors. Signs indicate that original cost esti­ 
mates of S300 million for the entire project 
may be doubled by the time the bases are 
finished. 
Costs have soared steadily, and 
• delays have aggravated that problem. 
Confronted with this story, top defense 
officials might naturally be moved to can­ 
cel the whole business in disgust. It is sick­ 
ening to realize that work of this nature 
cannot apparently be carried on without 
Tuning afoul of the worst imaginable pit­ 
falls. 
Calling a halt is exactly what was pro­ 
posed by Sen. Lyndon Johnson's prepar­ 
edness commUtee. But despite the strong 
impulse in this direction, it must be resist­ 
ed. The North African bases are too im­ 
portant. 
They are part of a big global network 
of airfields whose aim is to 
extent 
the 
reach of American air power, and, most 
particularly, our atomic strength. The great 
long-range bomber is not our chief reli­ 
ance as a transporter of the A-bomb. We 
are putting heavy dependence upon 
fast 
medium jet bombers capable of doing ef­ 
fective battle with enemy jet fighters. And 
those medium planes need bases 
closer 
than America to a p o te n tia l enemy — the 
Soviet Union. 
That is the point of bases in Britain, on 
the continent of Europe, 
in North Africa 
and on the Middle Eastern fringe. Without 
them, the A-bomb could in reality prove to 
be a weapon of limited usefulness. For we 
would have no reasonable assurance that 
W'e could deliver the bomb in any great 
volume. 
If these are the military realities, 
no 
sound case can be made out for abandon­ 
ing the North African project. Quite the 
reverse, it ought to be speeded up to com­ 
pensate for the delays a l r e a d y encountered 
and to avoid some part of the rising cost 
burden. 


Whose Corner Is 
Stassen In? 
HAROLD E. STASSEN, formei Minne­ 
sota governor, may not get the Repub­ 
lican nomination for 1952. but he could set 
a record of a sort. Few applicants for the 
White House have ever espoused more va­ 
rious causes or offered themselves as ral­ 
lying point tor more varied political senti­ 
ment. 
Stassen appeals to General Eisenhowei s 
.supporters in Wisconsin to back him. In 
New Jersey, he uiges Senator Taft’s tol- 
lowers to join him. 
He suggests he will

victorious Republican party to have put 
him to early use in prosecuting a different 
policy. 
This way. a decent interval will elapse 
before a n y possible change in the White 
House, and Dulles in that period will have 
detached himself successfully 
from 
all 
close contact with the Administration. 
More than that, he will now be able to 
emphasize his separateness from the Demo 
cratic regime by openly criticizing various 
phases of both its foreign 
and 
domestic 
program. Evidently he intend* to do just 
that. 
lf there are men in GOP councils who 
distrust Dulles because of past links with 
the Administration, this feeling in many 
cases is likely to be wiped out by the criti­ 
cisms of Democratic policy he is expected 
to uttei in the months ahead. He can win 
broad party loyalty by speaking out in sup­ 
port of a new foreign affairs approach. 
Inasmuch 
as 
the Japanese treaty had 
die substantial backing of men 
in 
both 
pal ties, his identity with that pact will be 
no handicap, but rather the proof that 
Dulles has all the makings of a genuine 
diplomat. 
It is to Dulles' credit that he has found 
it possible to work with an opposition par­ 
ty without crippling his usefulness to his 
own party. 
Because real foreign affairs 
specialists are all too few, this skill is one 
for which not only Republicans 
but 
all 
Americans must be thankful. It assures his 
continued availability at a time when we 
can ill alford to be without his services. 
Should the Republicans not win in the 
lull, no one should be greatly surprised if 
once more Dulles is put to work by the op­ 
posing party. This switch occurred when 
he entered the U. S. Senate briefly a few 
years ago, and could 
very 
well 
happen 
again. 
For though Dulles is deeply determined to 
assert his Republicanism, he is even more 
determined to dedicate his service contin­ 
uously to the cause of America.

Prostate Trouble Can Develop 


Into Serious Bladder Disorder

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Though the scramble 
between Taft and Eisenhower forces to win 
the write-in vote is the main circus of the 
hot Nebraska primary, there are also some 
interesting side-shows. 
Side-show No. I is the gyrations of GOP 
Congressman Howard Buffett, known in 
Washington as a jack-of-all-issues, bed­ 
rock reactionary and a run-at-the-mouth 
politician. 
Buffett has suddenly deserted 
Congress for the primaries to stage a Ne­ 
braska crusade against Eisenhower. 
“Eisenhower,” says the Republican con­ 
gressman from Omaha, “is the most mili-l 
taristic man who has ever been suggested 
for President. His nomination would mean 
the destruction of the Republican party.” 
Buffett’s buffeting of Ike, however, isn’t 
expected to get very far. In fact, most peo­ 
ple see it as a warm-up to make him sen­ 
ator— should his friend Bob Crosby 
be 
elected governor and have a chance to ap­ 
point a successor to elderly 
Sen. 
Hugh 
Butler. 
Side-show 
No. 
2 
is the knock-down, 
drag-out race been 74-year-old 
Senator 
Butler and 48-year-old Gov. Val Peterson, 
both Republicans, for the Senate. 
The issue turns chiefly on whether But­ 
ler told the truth when he said he was hos­ 
pitalized because of “an old football knee" 
or whether he was really suffering from a 
serious ailment which might 
eventually 
make Congressman Buffett the governor. 
FRIEND OF BEER 
Unfortunately, some of the other issues 
have been lost sight of, one of them being 
the way Senator Butler pulled wires for 
the brewers to get them scarce tin for beer 
cans last year when the Office of Mobiliza­ 
tion required them to use bottles. No one 
ever quite understood Senator Butler’s in­ 
terest in this, since there are only two small 
breweries in Nebraska. 
More understandable though not more 
justifiable was Butler’s lobbying to put a 
special bill through Congress benefiting an 
alcohol plant operated by his former part­ 
ner, J. L. Welsh. The alcohol plant bought 
grain from Butler’s grain company, Butler 
and Welsh. 
The plant, 
the Farm Corps Processing 
Corp., built by the government, was oper­ 
ated by Welsh and was selling alcohol to 
Seagrams when a government law was 
about to be enforced in 1947 banning tile 
production of both syrup and alcohol in 
the same plant. 
Side-show No. 3 is the Democratic presi­ 
dential primary between Senators Kerr of 
Oklahoma and Kefauver of Tennessee. One 
interesting sidelight is the way Oklahom­ 
ans have invaded Nebraska to fight for or 
against their ex-governor, Bob Kerr. 
Most of the invasion has been by Kerr’s 
petroleum friends who have flooded Ne­ 
braska with newspaper and radio adver­ 
tising. But there have also been quite a few 
Oklahomans, though with far less money 
to spend, who have been 
writing 
their 
friends in Nebraska about Senator Kerr’s 
record when governor of Oklahoma. 
HERR S OIL PROFITS 
One significant part of this record is an 
official report by the Oklahoma Legisla­ 
ture showing showing that one of Kerr’s 
companies sold 9.000,000 gallons of asphalt 
oils to the state of Oklahoma while he was 
governor for a price about twice what the 
state had paid before. 
In 1945. while Kerr was governor, the 
State Highway Department bought 2,564,- 
860 gallons of asphaltic oils from the Fen 
Tor Co., subsidiary of the governor’s Kerr- 
McGee Oil Co., at a price of between 8 and 
12 cents a gallon. Previously the Highway 
Department had purchased the same oil for 
as low’ as five cents. 
Next 
year, 
Kerr's company sold the 
Highway Department 6,530.433 gallons at 
the same price range, 
though previously 
the state had purchased the oil for as low- 
as five cents. 
A lot of Oklahomans have never for­ 
gotten this. However, most Oklahomans— 
and Nebraskans—don’t know that the files 
of the Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion also contain the amazing record of an 
extremely generous deal handed Senator 
Kerr by Phillips Petroleum. 
It 
was 
the Washington attorney for 
Phillips Petroleum, ex-White House Coun­ 
sel Clark Clifford, who has been helping 
to masteiminc! Kerr’s presidential 
cam­ 
paign. 
It was also Phillips which would 
have 
benefited 
tremendously 
from 
the 
Kerr natural gas bill. 
Whatever 
may 
be the reason for its 
generosity, Phillips Petroleum assigned IOO 
square miles of proven gas 
reserves 
to 
Kerr’s Tascoso Gas Co., in December, 1949. 
for drilling. This was just as the senator 
w’as readying the Kerr natural gas bill for 
passage by the Senate.

Taft And Kefauver Favorites In 
Wisconsin Presidential Primary

MILWAUKEE—(NEA)— Sen­ 
ator Taft of 
Ohio, 
Republican, 
and Senator Kefauver of Tennes­ 
see, Democrat, are the going fav­ 
orites to win the honors in Wis 
consin’s spotlighted April I pre 
sidential primary. 
Taft’s managers claim 22 to 24 
of the 30 GOP delegates to be 
elected. 
Few 
observers 
expect 
him to get less than 20. The re­ 
mainder should fall between Gov. 
Earl Warren of California, a late 
entry, and Harold E. Stassen, for­ 
mer Minnesota governor. 
The Democratic picture is more 
muddled. Kefauver is opposed by 
two separate “favorite son” slates 
aligned with President Truman. 
Because his opposition is thus di­ 
vided and he is the best known 
candidate, Kefauver is regarded 
as sure to take the bulk of Wis­ 
consin’s 36 Democratic delegates 
(with 28 full convention votes). 
Picking winners in Wisconsin 
can be risky business. It’s a highly 
unpredictable vote and a history 
leaning toward the liberal and 
progressives. Here the old LaFol- 
lette Progressives flourished for 
years. Wisconsin has plumped for 
darkhorses and underdogs before, 
and could do so again. 


Into The Past

The am ount of pain, irritation, and the 
local discomfort present from enlargement 
of the prostate varies from man to man 
The sleep tan be disturbed and, just as im ­ 
portant, there is a real danger of develop­ 
ing kidney trouble because of the backing 
ap pleasure from the urine hed in th® 


bladder. 
Sometimes a man w ith an enlarged pros­ 
tate suddenly tincts himself unable to uri­ 
nate at all. The bladder then has to be 
emptied by the use of a tube, called a ca- 
tMeter, 
which is passed into the bladder. 
With the help ol a catheter the bladder can 
be emptied and the symptoms 
relieved 
temporarily. 
DON'T RELV ON TUBE 
However, it is not usually safe to rely 
indefinitely on the use oi the cathetei tube 
nor to leave one in place for very long be­ 
cause of toe danger of infection. 
When the pi ostate has enlarged so much 
that tile use of a catheter is necessary (oi 
better still, beforehand), expert act vice ana 
treatment is needed. There is no medical 
treatment loi a hyper-trophied 
prostate 
gland that is there us no medicine which 
can be taken or given which will make the 
prostate gland shrink. The treatment con­ 
sequently is by surgery. 
For 
this, several different methods of 
operating on the prostate gland are avail­ 
able to relieve the symptoms and to re­ 
move some of the excessive tissue. An an­

Com m unist 
collective 
farm today. 
It was located some 
ten or 12 miles out in the country 
near a sm all village inhabited by 
Serbians. 
We w’ent to the farm 
in a bus supplied by the Yugo­ 
slav governm ent, traveling over 
some of the w orld’s w orst roads. 
The last couple of miles were ter­ 
rible. 
How the 
bus 
ever 
got 
through all that clay I’ll never 
know. O urs was the o n ly m otor­ 
ized vehicle we saw on the whole 
trip, but we passed hundreds of 
little horsedraw n carts laden with 
all sorts of things for m arket from 
dead anim als to shocks of corn. 
The carts traveled at snail’s pace, 
bum ping along through the clay, 
and driven by some of the most 
bedraggled looking hum an beings 
we have ever seen. 
The farm we visited comprised 
about 6.000 acres of land. 
We 
w ere told that some 900 men and 
women worked on the farm , al­ 
though there w ere 
less 
than 
a 
hundred there at the tim# we vis­ 
ited it. 
The officials don’t like the term 
“collective” farm . 
They prefer to 
have it called “cooperative.” 
The 
Tito governm ent is carrying on 
quite a cam paign just now to in­ 
duce more and more farm ers to 
go into cooperative setups. 
As 
we understand it, the individual 
first puts his land into the cooper­ 
ative, keeping only about an acre 
and a half for his own personal 


use. 
The accum ulation of funds 
(we were cautioned not to use the 
word profits) are divided period­ 
ically among the w orkers on the 
basis of the am ount and kind of 
work they do. 
A three-percent 
tax is collected by the state. 
• 
• 
• 
None of the workers live on the 
farm . 
Most of them live in the 
village a couple of miles away and 
either walk or drive their carts 
back and forth to W’ork. 
There is 
no 40-hour w ork week. 
To the 
contrary, most of the w orkers put 
in anyw here from 12 to 16 hours 
a day. 
According to the govern­ 
m ent officials who were w ith us, 
the farm w orkers elect their own 
m anager and run their own busi­ 
ness. 
Some of the editors in our party 
have farm s of their own back in 
the U nited States. 
They figured 
out that ordinarily one man would 
have no trouble working an 80- 
acre farm back in the states if he 
had good equipm ent. 
On th at 
basis it should take only 75 men to 
w ork the 6,000 acres in the co­ 
operative. 
Hence the whole thing 
appeared to be another one of 
those WPA ventures w ith which 
all Com m unist governm ents seem ­ 
ed determ ined 
to 
saddle 
them ­ 
selves. 
We saw very little m ech­ 
anical equipm ent. 
There w ere a 
few 
run-dow n 
tractors 
which 
seemed to be badly in need of 
repair. 
One of the farm w orkers, who

‘Energy Capsule’ Runs 
New Electronic Watch

CHICAGO— (N EA )— W ithin 
a 
few years, you’ll be able to carry 
a w rist 
watch 
that is 
infinitely 
m ore accurate than present m od­ 
els and never needs winding. It’s 
all those things—except when the 
battery runs down. 
The revolutionary timepiece 
is 
an electronic w rist watch, which 
has a tiny battery and tiny elec­ 
tric m otor w here today’s watches 
have their 
springs. 
The battery 
—which the 
m anufacturer 
calls 
an “energy capsule”—is about the 
size of a peanut. 
They estim ate that one battery 
\ ill last about a year. A replace­ 
m ent will cost som ewhere under 
25 cents, and it will probably be 
a 25-cent job for the jew eler to 
put the new' one in. 
Although the watch Is not yet 
on the m arket, it will be an ex­ 
pensive mechanism w’hen it does 


become available. 
There 
are no 
estim ates of 
price yet, but high 
costs of 
m aterial—coupled 
with 
existing stocks 
of 
conventional 
watches which can’t be m ade ob­ 
solete overnight—will 
m ake the 
price high. 
Eventually, however, the elec­ 
tronic 
w'atch 
w'ill probably 
be 
cheaper than the ordinary watch 
of today. 
T hat’s 
because 
the 
m echanism is sim pler, w ith com­ 
plete elim ination 
of the m ain­ 
spring 
and 
winding 
apparatus 
But 
‘eventually” 
may 
be 
ten 
years off. 
The m akers have been working 
on the project since before 
the 
war. 
They finally succeeded in 
constructing a model 
that 
per­ 
forms, 
in m iniature, the 
same 
function as the pow'er plant of 
a 
diesel electric locomotive. 
Yet it 
consum es so little power that 10,- 
000.000 of them could be operated 
from the pow er consumed by one 
100-wfatt light bulb. 
They say that the 
same tiny 
m echanism 
could be built into a 
w om an’s watch, 
although 
the 
laboratory model is m an-sized.

In one of his published 
letters he said only an over-riding 
reason should bring a military man 
into the political field.

Tsiolkovsky founded the science 
of jet-pow ered flying: A. F. Mo­ 
zhaisky made the first airplane, 
and I. I. Polzunov built the first 
steam engine. 
One commentator referred to 
the editors of the Encyclopedia 
Britanica as “modern savages,” for 
not giving credit to Russian in­ 
ventors.

Favorite Sons Can Foil 
Truman’s Renomination

WASHINGTON — (NEA)— In 
spite of New Hampshire, Kefau­ 
ver, Russell and everything else, 
backers of President Truman for 
another term in the White House 
insist that he is still in A-1 posi­ 
tion to get the nomination—if he 
wants it. They argue: 
Kefauver won the New Hamp­ 
shire primary. 
So what? 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey won Hie 
Minnesota 
Democratic 
prim ary 
Sen. Bob Kerr of Oklahoma will 
win in Nebraska. Senator Russell 
of Georgia will win in most of the 
Southern states- 
Other favorite 
sons may win in primaries in other 
states. But none of them can win 
enough 
delegates to assure cap­ 
ture of the nomination. 
By play­ 
ing off all these hopefuls against 
each other, Truman leaves him ­ 
self as the “compromise” candi­ 
date behind whom 
they 
might 
have to unite. 
The real threat to this theory 
would come if two or more of the 
favorite sons should unite forces 
in a deal to unseat the President. 
Florida Promises Warm Contest 
The Russell-Kefauver fight for 
Florida’s 24 delegates to the Dem­ 
ocratic convention promises to be 
the most interesting primary in 
the South. The race is enlivened 
by Gov. Fuller W arren’s row with 
Kefauver over his Senate Crime 
Investigations. 
Florida’s past political perform­ 
ances leave room for anything to 
happen, though Senator Russell 
has a big edge. 
In the 1948 convention, Florida 
east 19 votes for Russell, one for 
Truman. 
In 1944 the state’s 14 
delegates supported Senator Byrd 
of Virginia at the outset, then sup­ 
ported Roosevelt by acclamation. 
In the three previous conventions 
the Florida delegation supported 
Roosevelt. 
In 1928 Florida started out with 


12 votes for McAdoo. 
In spite of 
the 103 
ballots, 
Florida 
never 
gave more than three votes to the 
winner, Gov. Al Smith. That was 
the year that Florida broke out 
of the Democratic ranks and voted 
for Hoover, 
144,000 
to 
Smith’s 
101,000. 
But in 1948 Florida was 
281,000 for Truman, 194,000 for 
Dewey. 
Opposition May Welcome Truman 
President Truman has made no 
political speaking dates 
for

summer, and has announced no 
plans for a 
barnstorming 
tour 
across the country. 
Democratic 
headquarters nevertheless says ifs 
straight dope that the President 
will take an active part in cam­ 
paigning against both Democratic 
and Republican senators and con­ 
gressmen who have consistently 
fought his “Fair Deal” program. 
As far as Republican victims of

To Be Inundated 


WASHINGTON, D. C — States— 
geographical patches on the quilt 
of the earth—often have been des­ 
troyed by war and treaty. India’s 
tiny Bilaspur will lose its niche 
by drowning. 
The small state on the Sutlej 
river in eastern Punjab is sche­ 
duled to pass intq history some 
time within the next five years 
when the giant twin-dam project 
of Bhakra and Nangal in the Pun­ 
jab is completed, says the Nation­ 
al Geographic Society.

The sacrifice of the 
area, less than half the size of 
Rhode Island, is expected to open, 
through irrigation, a farming area 
larger than the state of Connecti­ 
cut. The Indian government hopes 
that the new agricultural acres 
will produce some 1,300,000 tons 
of vitally needed food each year 
and many thousand bales of cot­ 
ton.

Alvin ‘Bo’ McMillin, 
Famed As Grid Coach," 
Dies Of Heart Attack

McMillin, 
who 
coached Indiana University to 
Big Ten championship and an un- 
defeated season in 1945 and later 
headed the Detroit 
Lions, died 
early this morning at his home. 
McMillin was coach of the Lions 
for three seasons, leaving 
after 
the 1950 campaign. The 
Detroit 
National Football League Club 
bought up the final season of his 
three-year contract. 
The silver-haired 
“Mr. 
Foot­ 
ball” whose career as player and 
coach spanned almost four 
de­ 
cades, had been critically ill with 
a stomach cancer since last fall. 
But his physician said his death 
was due to a heart attack. 
McMillin was 57. 
Bo McMillin sparked the ‘‘Pray­ 
ing Colonels” of little Centre Col­ 
lege to national football fame in 
1917-21. 
One of his spectacular 
feats was a 
35-yard run 
to 
a 
touchdown that upset the then 
mighty Harvard in 1921 and broke 
the Crimson’s five-year unbeaten 
stretch. 


First Championship 
His playing days ended, the 
prematurely gray-haired McMillin 
continued 
his brilliant 
gridiron 
career as a coach. Indiana Univer­ 
sity gave him a 10-year contract 
in 1945 after he had brought the 
Hoosiers their first Western Con­ 
ference championship. 
A short 
time later the university trustees 
made 
him athletic 
director 
as 
well. He had coached previously 
a^ three other colleges. 
Early in 
1948, a five-year con­ 
tract for $30,000 a year lured the 
colorful McMillin into the 
pro­ 
fessional ranks as head coach ana 
general manager of the Detroit 
Lions 
of the 
National Football 
League, 
His Hoosier teams had won 63 
games, lost 48 and tied ll in 13 
seasons and it was with obvious 
regret that McMillin turned away 
from the Lndiana campus. 
“Leaving college football after 
all these years pulls at my heart­ 
strings,” he said at the time he 
accepted the pro offer. “Most of 
my friends 
down through 
the 
years have been 
college men. I 
can tell you truthfully 
I have 
been sweating blood for IO days 
now making my decision to ac­ 
cept this position with the Lions.” 
Pro Career Short One 
McMillin quit the Detroit Lions 
In the winter of 1950. 
He had 
been under fire since mid-season, 
when his team skidded to three 
straight defeats. The fact that the 
Lions finished strong for a 6-6 
record and were in the black for 
the first time in several seasons 
did not satisfy the anti-McMillin 
forces. 
His decision 
to resign 
came 
after the Lions’ board of direc-

tors had held three meetings at 
which his status 
was discussed. 
In a statement, McMillin paid 
tribute “to a nunaber of directors 
and stockholders who 
supported 
me and have been for the Lions, 
win, lose or draw and who work­ 
ed —not talked—a good game.” 
He became coach of the Phila­ 
delphia professional Eagles, 
but 
ill health forced him to turn the 
job over to his assistants early in 
the 1951 season. 
That winter he 
was awarded the Stagg trophy for 
his contributions to football. The 
trophy is given yearly 
by The 
American Football Coaches Asso­ 
ciation. 
He played Extra Years 
Bo had a flair for the novel 
approach. 
He started out being 
different by 
playing 
an 
extra 
year of high school football at 
North Side in Fort Worth, Tex., 
having made the team while still 
in junior high. And then he play­ 
ed five years at Kentucky’s Centre 
College as a result of joining the 
Navy during World War I 
and 
being sent back to the school’s 
naval training unit. 
McMillin’s start to college was 
delayed because he had to help 
with the family’s finances 
after 
finishing high school. That made 
him older than the average col­ 
lege student. 
Centre’s Colonels lost one game 
in 1917. 
That 
was to DePauw 
University. They were undefeated 
in 1918 and 1919. 
Only Harvard 
and Georgia Tech stopped them 
in 1920. They had another unde­ 
feated season in 1921—the year of 
the Harvard upset —until losing 
a post-season game to Texas A. & 
M. Bo usually played left half­ 
back, but called the signals. Walt­ 
er Camp named him on his 1919 
All-American.

followed Coach Robert L. (Chief)

he recounted, 
“and our chances 
didn’t look too good. “Uncle Char­ 
lie” asked if anybody would like 
to offer a prayer before he went 
onto- the field. 
One boy gave a 
short prayer and there wasn’t a 
dry eye in the room. 
“We won that game, 3 to 0, but 
we didn’t pray to win. We just 
prayed that 
we would play as 
we 
had 
been taught, 
that we 
would be 
modest in victory 
or 
have the strength to bear up in 
defeat. After that we always had 
a short prayer before we played. 
I’ve never been sorry and I don’t 
think any of the 
other players 
ever were.” 
His first coaching job after be­ 
ing graduated from Centre 
was 
at Louisiana’s Centenary College, 
starting in 1922. His teams there 
won 25 games in three years, los­ 
ing only three. 
At Geneva College in Pennsyl­ 
vania he had a three-year record 
of 27 victories, including another 
upset of Harvard in 1926, against 
five defeats and one tie. He stayed 
for six seasons at Kansas State 
College, winning 29 and losing 21, 
with one tie. 
When McMillin went to Indiana 
in 1934 the Hoosiers’ grid prestige 
was a dying thing. They had won 
only 
27 
Western 
Conference 
games in 34 years. In 13 years un­ 
der Bo they won 33 conference 
conference contests and the 1945 
conference title. The 
1955 team 
was undefeated. 
The Football Writers’ Associa­ 
tion of America voted McMillin 
the 1945 
“Football Man of the 
Year.” Fellow coaches polled by 
The New York World-Telegram 
designated him the “Coach of the 
Year.” He served as president of 
the National 
Football 
Coaches 
Association in 1940. 
Alv in 
Nugent McMillin 
was 
born Jan. 12, 1895. in Prairie Hill, 
Tex. His first wife, Maria Miers 
McMillin, died in 1926 after they 
had been married for four years. 
They had one daughter, Fleurette 
Marie. In 1930 he married Kath­ 
ryn Gillihan. Four children were 
born to this union—Jere Robert, 
Kathryn Jane, Nugent Lewis and 
Michael.

Than Tea And Toast Retirement

National C om m ittee on the Aging 
is trying to m ove fast to ease the 
already serious plight of the na­ 
tion's older people before the situ-* 
alien gets out of hand. 
The C om m ittee was formed a 
year and a half ago by sociologists 
and other specialists who took a 
long look at the figures on old 
folks and decided som ething must 
oe done, quick. 
Here are som e of the figures. A 
hundred years ago only about one 
person in 40 w as 65 years old or 
more. Today if s one out of 13. 
for a total 65-an d -over population 
of 12.000,000.000.

The seriousness of the situation 
is voiced by Theodore Klumpp, 
president of a New York chemical 
company, who presided recently 
at a Com m ittee-sponsored confer­ 
ence of interested officials from 
industry m edicine, labor, and edu­ 
cation. He says if s a “crisis.” 
From the stand point of money 
alone, care of the aged is a prob­ 
lem of concern to us all. The New 
York State Jo in t Legislative Com­ 
mittee on Problem s of the Aging 
reports that “alm ost S5 billion a 
year” is spent in the U. S. on the 
three m ajor form s 
of economic 
protection in old age — old age 
assistance, cid age and survivors 
insurance, and 
private 
pension 
systems. 
That cost, w hich would logically 
increase as the 
num ber 
of old 
people grows, is being borne large­ 
ly by the m iddle- age group. The 
latter 
arc 
already 
hardpressed, 
not only in care of the aged, but 
in supporting young people who, 
as the years go on, rem ain longer 
in school than they used to. 
W hat has brought 
about 
this 
new and pressing problem of the 
aged? Briefly, if s that people are 
just 
living 
longer 
these 
days, 
thanks 
largely 
to 
advances 
in 
medicine. For instance, the aver­ 
age man lived to be 48 years old 
in 1900. Today, he lives to be 66.

Participants in a recent confer­ 
ence sponsored by the Committee 
found this basis 
for 
retirement 
“socially w asteful.” Older persons 
“willing and able to meet job re­ 
quirem ents could make a positive 
contribution to the national econ­ 
om y,” they concluded. 
A union representative predict­ 
ed that labor w ill soon try to get 
laws passed to compel new indus­ 
tries to employ a certain number 
of older workers. 
He warned that 
the 
cost 
of 
m aintaining an increasingly larger 
population of old 
people 
could 
well becbme prohibitive. Such a 
population could develop a social- 
political force that Avould “threat­ 


en the existing structure 
of 
the 
community,” he said. 
With big hopes but a small bank 
account, the Com m ittee 
now is 
branching out in 
all 
directions 
w hile serving as a clearing house 
for hundreds of ideas on problems 
of the aging. 
At the suggestion of the Federal 
Security Agency, it is guiding th^ 
various states in setting up mini­ 
mum standards for all kinds of 
housing for the aged, such as old 
folks homes and nursing homes. 
An amendment to the Social Se­ 
curity Act provides that by July I, 
1953, all states must have machin­ 
ery for setting such housing stand­ 
ards, if they are to receive fed­ 
eral reimbursement for old age 
assistance payments to residents 


of old age and nursing homes. 
Requests for such inform ation 
are also coming in from cities, 
fraternal organizations, 
churches 
and housing cooperatives 
in ter­ 
ested in buildings especially con­ 
structed for the aged. 
A rchitects are cooperating with 
the Committee in suggesting such 
safety factors as non-slip floors, 
kitchen work space arranged at 
arm or shoulder height, low beds 
and a minimum of stairs.

The Committee Is now develop­ 
ing a special section on health. It 
will round up the latest scientific 
discoveries on care of the aged for 
eventual distribution to interested 
organizations and agencies. 
“It has already been learned, for 
instance.” says a Committee o ffi­ 
cial. “that such time-honored old­ 
sters’ menus as bread and butter, 
applesauce, and tea are com pletely 
I inadequate. Old bodies 
need 
a 
high 
protein 
diet— bodv-building 
;and disease-protecting stuff.” 
The Committee has a long row 
to hoe and a lot of misimpressions 
about the aged to correct, but it 
has made a healthy start.
